A Stomachache Does Not 
Always Call for Castor 
Oil — Liver Is Hard 
Worker 


N YESTERDAY’S article we 
ended our first study of the 
abdomen with a brief description 
of appendicitis. One thing more 
should be impregsed on everyone’s 
mind and 

that is that a 
s tomachache 
does not al- 
ways mean a 
dose of castor 
oil or a physic 
pill. If an ap- 
pendix ha p- 
pens to be 
the cause, the 
increased ac- 
tivity of the 
intestines 

- may rupture 
_the appendix 
andcause 
a general 
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peritonitis. 

If you are at all suspicious do 
not give a laxative till you have 
seen your doctor and let him de- 
cide what to do. 

As we leave the appendix re- 
gion, the large bowel or colon 
passes up high on the right side 
then drops down low across the 
center, up high on the left side, 
and then turns down again. 

A physician’s fingers can 
scarcely outline a normal! colon, 
but if it feels like a rope under 
the fingers and is tender to the 
touch it means an inflammation 
or Godlitis. Each case requires its 
own treatment, — 

In the upper right hand corner 
js the Jiver. which has much work 
to do and is susceptible to many 
things. The Jower edge sticks out 
{rom under th* tcwer ribs and if 
it can be felt * ‘cw the ribs, it is 
enlarged. If tender to the touch, 
something is tormenting it.

The heart should be examined 
in this condition. It. may not be 
doing ifs work well and does not 
carry away the excess of blood in 
the liver. 

Under the lower border of the 
liver is the gall bladder. When it 
bécomes inflamed from infection, 
it.is the seat of a great deal of 
treuble. Many of our so- called 
digestive disturhances are caused 
by.an. inflamed gall bladder. Sour 
stomach, heart burn, and an ex- 
cessive amount of gas are often 
due tu an inflamed gall bladder 
with or without stones. 

Your do€¢tor will place a finger 
under the rib, tell you to take a 
deep breath, and tap his finger 
sharply. If the gall bladder is in- 
flamed you will fee! a sharp pain 
and tell him-not to do that again. 
The business of the gall ‘bladder 
is to concentrate the bile as it is 
received ffYém the liver and de- 
liver it into the intestines as 
needed.

E NOW have a way of deter- 

mining whether the gall blad- 
dey is doing its work or not. We 
give the patient a dye which is 
excreted by the liver and passed 
into the gall bladder. When this 
aye is sufficiently concentrated. 
it ig opaque to the X-ray. If the 
gall bladder concentrates the dye 
as it should do,.a good picture of 
the shape and size of the gall 
bladder can be made by the X- 
ray. 

If it only dimly outlines the 
gall bladder or does not show it 
at all, it is an indication that it 
is not doing its work properly, or 
is diseased and causing trouble. 
Many a patient complains that 
the X-ray is not reliable because 
in some of these cases. it doesn’t 
show a thing. But that is the 
condition of the gall bladder and 
not the fault of the X-ray. 

If you are told you have gall 
stones, do not allow someone to 
induce you to depend upon olive 
oil and fruit juices to rid you of 


them. That is one of the great,’. 


fakes of the century. Very tiny 
stones may pass out, but large 
ones. never, unless they ulcerate 
through the bladder wall into the 
intestines. =

PROFILES FOR TODAY

Dr. Felix Berstein, German Professor, Can Deter- 
mine Span of Life by New Machine 


Ae palmists can tell you how 
long you are going to live. 
They can tell you, that is, but 
very few people actually believe 
them. Now comes Dr. Felix Ber- 
stein. a famous German professor 
now on a short stay at Columbia 
University, who has developed a 
“life speedometer” to discover 
now long people are due to re- 
main on this earth. The machine 
gauges the hardening of the 
lenses of your eyes as you gaze in 
the distance. The harder the 
longer. 

His discovery of the instrument 
for clocking the life span through 
the eye was submitted at the re- 
cent meeting of the National 
Academy of Sciences at Wash- 
ington. Dr. Berstein declares he 
has now charted the earthly so- 
journ of 2,500 persons, and that 
their deaths occurred at the spc- 
cified time. On previous visits to 
the United States he has collabo- 
rated with insurance companies 
in the study of life expectancy by 
this method 

Lest any reader think Dr. Felix 
(all German professors seem to 
beve this first name) is some- 


thing of a visionary who has been 
wasting his talents on a crazy 
invention, let us mention a few of 
his amazingly varied accomplish- 
ments. He counts himself as a 
physiologist, but for years he was 
a professor of mathematics at 
the University of Goettingen. He 
is one of Germany's feading sta- 
tisticians; he is officiat adviser to 
the German government on tax- 
ation, social insurance, railroads 
and finance; he has made an in- 
tensive study of tarifis (he main- 
tains high tariffs brought on the 
American depression); in the 
field of physiology he has made 
extensive researches on cancer 
and is an authority on the Caim- 
ette tuberculosis treatment: -he 
was a leader 1n the group of Ger- 
man’ financiers who obtained 
iarge loans in this country; and 
he is divectar of the Institute of 
Statystics at Goettingen 

All this he has accomplished in 
his fiftv-six vears of fife. and if 
his “life speedometer’ hes him 
headed for a span more, we may
